Our Name.—We have long dreamed 
of this magazine, and now it is a reality. 
The name we give it is intended to 
deepen in the minds of our readers the 
truth of that great Scripture which we 
have placed: at the head of this page, 
viz. that Jesus the Messiah is THE 
GLORY. OF ISRAEL. The Jewish 
people have long boasted of their schol- 
ars, their financiers and their statesmen. 
Many Gentiles have emphasized the 
genius of the Hebrew race. But the 
true glory of Israel arises from her 
covenant relation to the great King 
who worketh salvation in the midst of 
the earth. That God in the ages of 
darkness revealed himself to Israel by 
covenant and law and sacrifice, and 
spake through the prophets of old the 
message of pardon and peace for Jew 
and Gentile alike, this is the glory of 
the hcly people. In Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God incarnate, obedient to the 
law, crucified, buried, risen, ascended 
and come again to establish His King- 
dom in glory over Israel and the na- 
tions, even in Him is found the full em- 
bodiment and realization of every bless- 
ing promised in the covenant, of every 
- requirement demanded by the law, and 
of every detail of character and work 
symbolized by the ancient sacrifice. He 
is therefore the glory of Israel. 

While we thus set forth Christ as the 
glory of Israel we wish to emphasize 
here and now our conviction that He 
alone is the Light of the Gentiles. Our 
call is te the Jews, and our hope is the 
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early conversion of that people to God. 
But we know from the Word that Is- 
rael’s national conversion cannot take 
place “until the fulness of the Gentiles” 
be come in. Hence, for Israel’s sake, 
to say nothing of our interest in the sal- 
vation of the poor suffering Gentiles as 
such, the cause ef missions among the 
heathen and all classes of non-Jews is 
very dear to our hearts. Some one in 
speaking of Luke 2:32 has called at- 


_tention to the glow or. glory immedi- 


ately surrounding the flame of a lamp, 
while the light without the glow pene- 
trates the surrounding darkness. Thus 


- will Christ be the glory in the midst of 


restored Israel, and his light will then 
flood the Gentile world as never before. 


‘Toward this final blessedness of both 


Jew and Gentile we labor. And that 
this may be hastened we set forth our 
Lord as “a light to lighten the Gentiles, 
and the glory of his people Israel.” 





Our Purpose-——Our purpose in send- 
ing forth this magazine is twofold. 
First, it is to represent the cause of 
Jewish evangelization in and from 
Pittsburg as a center. The work in this 
city, begun by Mr. Maurice Ruben in 
December, 1898, was later put’ under 
the auspices of the Friends of Israel 
Union of Pittsburg. Mr. Ruben found- 
ed this Union in March, 1899, in asso- 
ciation with Mr. Harry L. Brenner, a 
Christian Jew, who was connected with 
the early history of the mission. 
Through the efforts of Mr. Ruben 
many affiliated Friends of Israel Un- 
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ions have been since organized in other 
tewns for prayer and local work among 
the Jews. The mission in Pittsburg has 
been known as the House of the New 
Covenant or Friends of Israel Mission 
to the Jews. New workers are now 
jcining the mission staff, and to empha- 
size the idea of union and the new en- 
largement of the mission’s activities, it 
has been agreed that this work shall 
be known from January I, 1903, as the 
Union Mission to Israel. This name is 
briefer, and it will prevent confusion, as 
the Friends of Israel Union idea has 
spread beyond the vicinity of Pittsburg, 
and one er two other missions are 
known by the same general name. The 
idea of local unions for prayer and as 
auxiliary to the mission in Pittsburg, 
will be adhered to, and new unions will 
be formed as God leads the way. 

Our second purpose in publishing 
the Glory of Isracl is to. give such infor- 
mation on all matters Jewish, and es- 
pecially concerning the spiritual need of 
the covenant people and gospel efforts 
among them, as will be of interest to 
Christians, and may serve to awaken 
their love and rouse them to effort in 
behalf of Israel. God in his providence 
is rapidly bringing the Jews into the no- 
tice of the world. New movements are 
on foot among them, portending vast 


changes in the near future. The Lord’s . 


werkers throughout the world are go- 
ing forward in this field with greater 
zeal and brighter hopes than ever be- 
fore. Information is needed on all 
these lines. The Glory of Israel wilt 
seek to supply this demand. We call 
attention to our various departments, 
and express the hope that different 
classes of readers will find therein mat- 
ter suited to their needs and tastes. 





Our Relation to Christ and the Word.— 
In all our life and work we desire to 
stand firmly on the Word of God. We 
have no sympathy with modern : de- 
structive criticism. The Incarnate 
Word revealed in the inerrant written 
Word is our life and our light. To his 
authority we bow. We believe in Him 
as God manifest in the flesh, who 
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obeyed the law for us, by whose sacri- 
fice a true atonement was made for the 
sins of all believers, who ascended into 
heaven to continue his high-priestly 
work, and hath sent forth his Spirit to 
enlighten and quicken us and lead us 
into all holiness of life and service, and 
whose coming again in person we await 
as the hope of the Church and of poor, 
fallen Israel. The Glory of Isracl stands 
on the basis of evangelical truth. We 
believe that Israel will be restored to 
the land of Palestine, but we have no 
sympathy with that perversion of Scrip- 
ture and of history known as Anglo- 
Israelism. We have as little liking for 
Christian Science (falsely so-called), 
Dowieism, Spiritualism and all other 
fantastic movements, the signs and ac- 
companiments of the great apostasy. 





A Forward Call——In the vision of 
over one million Jews in America, with- 
out Christ, blinded and wandering, we 
behold the moving of the pillar that 
commands us to “go forward.” After 
the feeble effcrts of the American 
churches in the halting years of the past 
the call is clear to move onward to 
larger things. The missionary and ed- 
ucational movement in the Christian 
Church is growing apace. Millicns for 
missions, millions for universities, is the 
cry of the hour. The day of small 
things, small visions, small gifts, small 
faith, has gone by. Can we not rouse 
our slumbering faith even in the field of 
Jewish missions? We want to ask of 
God great things, expect of Him great 
things, undertake for Him great things. 

Has any work of God greater prom- 
ises than the work among the Jews? 
Are our efforts growing with our op- 
pertunities? Jews by the tens of thou- 
sands are crowding our shores. To 
evangelize this growing mass will re- . 
quire greater facilities than have yet 
been employed. We need consecrated, 
able men. Our cry to our readers will 
be, “Pray ye the Lord of the harvest, 
that he will thrust forth laborers into his 
harvest.””. This work needs a school of 
its own. The Jewish field is peculiarly 
difficult, and requires a peculiar prepa- 
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ration. We need an industrial home for 
converts and inquirers, a publication 
plant with postal mission department, 
a larger place for meetings, a reading 
room, a medical dispensary, and facili- 
ties for children’s and women’s meet- 
ings. 

In this statement we outline the 
needs of an effective mission able to 
bring home to many thousands of scat- 
tered Jews the fact of Christ, his love, 
his sympathy, his message of peace. 
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We do not expect all these things at 
once. Next to a larger hall our most 
pressing need is a home for poor, out- 
cast converts and inquirers. Mercy to 
the soul is the soul of mercy, but mercy 
to the soul does not exhaust mercy. 
Unless we give to inquiring Jews a 
chance to earn an honest living, many 
will continue to stifle the convictions of 
their hearts, unable to face the storm 
sure to break upon them if they make 
known their faith.

A PLEA FOR JEWISH EVANGELIZATION

Upon a few hearts a great burden 
for the evangelization of the Jews lies 
heavily. Of the great mass of Chris- 
tians to whom such work does not ap- 
peal strongly, there are many who have 
never carefully considered its claims 
upon them. Christians have a fashion 
ef forgetting the most essential rule for 
the interpretation of Scripture, viz.: 
that the primary intent of any given 
passage should never be overlooked. It 
is quite proper to make application of 
Scripture to ourselves, but our claim 
upon it is a secondary one in most cases. 


‘Were this kept in mind, there would be 


little need of a plea for the evangeliza- 
tion of the Jews, for the open Bible 
would be a constant advocate of their 
right to a share in the Gospel. But 
alas, such heart-stirring passages as 
Matt. 9 :36-38, and Rom. 10:14-15, are 
almost universally applied to the need 
of the Gentiles, without even an ac- 
knowledgement to the Jew. Out of the 
circumstances recorded in the former of 
these passages grew the first mission to 
the Jews (see Matt. 10:5-6). When the 
Church of God understands and obeys 
even this one Scripture the evangeliza- 
tion of the Jews will be assured. 

Its first revelation to us is the heart 
of Jesus. With what sympathy it beats 
for the shepherdless multitudes of His 
“brethren according to the flesh” in 
their spiritual destitution and soul-hun- 
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ger! Nor has it changed. He. who 
wept over Jerusalem, prayed on Cal- 
vary for this rebellious people, and com- 
missioned His disciples on Olivet to 
witness first to them has not cast them 
off (Rem. 11:1) nor forgotten to be 
gracious (Isa. 49:14-16). He knew all 
that they would do when He chose 
their fathers and covenanted to be faith- 
ful to them in spite of their apostasy 
(Isa. 54:10). He knew they would not 
receive Him, yet he came. He knew 
that as a nation they would not accept 
His sacrifice, yet He died. His love 
provides that “though the number of 
the children of Israel be as the sand of 
the sea, a remnant shall be saved” 
(Rom. 9:27). To Olivet He will sweep 
down in a blaze of glory to save the 
nation from utter annihilation (Zech. 
14:1-5). He has ever hid them in His 
heart; and were our hearts answering 
His, throb for throb, the Jew would 
soon be melted to tears of repentance. 


It also discloses the spiritual condi- 
tion of the Jews. To Jestis they ap- 
peared ‘“‘as sheep without a shepherd.” 
Shepherds they had, but they made 
gain of the flock (Ezek. 34:2). Form 
and ceremony they observed exactly, 
but the spirit of it they understood not. 
Type and symbol they knew, but the 
Antitype who walked among them they 
knew not. Temple and altar still stood 
on Mount Zion, but the Lamb of God 
they did not behold. Scarlet wool, ce- 
dar and hyssop they still dipped in sac- 
rificial blood, but the leper remained 
uncleansed and sin uncovered. The 
law, the shadow of good things to 
come, they read, but the substance they 
possessed not. Wandering souls, in- 
deed, they were, blindly groping with 
vailed eyes after a_ self-righteousness 
which was as filthy rags in the sight of 
God. How much greater their need to- 
day! .Then they had their land, their 
‘emole, their sacrifice, their symbolism, 
their priesthood, and their unshaken 
faith in God. Now they are without a 
iand, without a symbol, without an al- 
tar, without a priest; the outward 
forms of their religion disjointed, and 
the faith of multitudes shattered, 
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Shepherds still wander with the flock, 
knowing not the fold, and leading them 
either into a form of godliness without 
its green pastures, or to the barren 
wastes of rationalism. | 


This passage also brings to our no- 
tice the vastness of the Jewish field. 
Tersely did our Lord describe it when 
He said, “The harvest truly is great.” 
It is greater today. The five and one 
quarter millions of Russian Jews, from 
whom the Gospel has been withheld by 
statutory enactment, are, as a whole, in 
utter ignorance of the story of the_ 
cross. Crucifix they have seen, but 
it is a dead Christ, whom men idola- 
trously worship. Nearly two millions 
reside in Austria-Hungary, where their 
chance to know of Jesus the Messiah is 
but little better. Roumania is outrag- 
ing civilization by her treatment of the 
quarter of a million Jews within Ler 
borders. Anti-Semitism is rampant in 
France and Germany. Asia Minor, 
Persia, India and even China harbor 
these homeless wanderers, to whom we 
send but crumbs of the bread of life. 
From Arabia and Abyssinia our mis- 
sionaries to the Jews are turned back. 
The half million of Mugrabim Jews of 
North Africa have seen but few heralds 
of their coming King. Till recently no 
voice proclaimed Him to His kinsmen 
in South Africa. Our own American 
cities are overrun with Jewish immi- 
erants, Greater New York alone har- 
boring over half a million, according to 
a recent estimate. Other cities swell 
the number to about one million two 
hundred thousand. Even here a large 
proportion of the Jews remain in dense 
darkness concerning the gospel, and 
must so remain, unless we do more to 
enlighten them. It is doubtful if half 
of the twelve million Jews, known to 
exist today, have heard enough of the 
gospel to accept or reject it intelligent- 
ly; while several millions of them do 
not even know that a Jew of Nazareth 
claimed to be their Messiah. 

The scarcity of laborers did not, and 
does not, escape the notice of Christ. 
“The laborers are few,” is still His sad 
comment on our service. A century 
ago He saw a reaperless harvest field. 
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A few scattered harvesters now swing 
the sickle at His bidding. Including 
men and women engaged in all depart- 
ments of the work, they number about 
650 regular workers, three-quarters of 
whom are supported by British socie- 
ties. America supports only 80. Of 
these 60 are employed on this conti- 
nent, making an average of one mis- 
sionary to 20,000 Jews. The amount 
expended annually in America in this 
work is $45,000. In other words, we 
value the soul of an American Jew at 
three and three-quarter cents. The en- 
tire Christian world sets a slightly high- 


-er value on a Jewish soul, and expends 


five and one-half cents a year per capita 
in Jewish evangelization. 


What is Christ’s remedy for this neg- 
lect? As he:faced the multitudes surg- 
ing about Him, he had but one voice 
to lift up, one body from which healing 
virtue could flow. Turning to his dis- 
ciples he bade them first consider the 
need and then petition the Father for 
reinforcements. Now he has not even 
one bodily presence with which to min- 
ister personally to his brethren of ihe 
stock of Abraham. With what ardent 
plea He urges us to pray the Father for 
men and women, into whom He may 
enter, in whom He may abide, through 
whom He may work, and out of whom 
He may pour His own love upon His 
chosen race! This is His remedy. “To 
vour knees, O saints of God, sons of 
Abraham by faith,” He cries. And well 
He knows that this is not only the sure 
way Of securing servants, but the cer- 
tain way Oi preparing those who pray 
for personal service. It was so with the 
disciples then. They prayed and were 
sent forth, empowered to do the works 
which Jesus did. It will be so with us 
now. | 


A glance over the history of Jewish 
Missions will reveal the fact that the 
solution Jesus gave his disciples has 
solved every similar problem since that 
day. The one hundred and twenty 
prayed in an upper room, and multi- 
tudes of Jews were added to the Lord. 
The Church in Antioch prayed, and 
Paul and Barnabas went forth on a 
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world-wide missionary itinerancy, “‘to 
the Jew first.” Prelate Ettinger prayed, 
and modern Jewish Missions resulted. 
Two women in Devonshire prayed, and 
J.ondon became the modern Antioch. 
Some Scottish saints prayed, and a 
world-encircling Jewish missionary 
movement was set afoot. An Arch- 
duchess prayed, and Budapest gave us 
an Edersheim and a Saphir. A poor 
woman prayed, and Faltin rose as the 
apostle of South Russia... Another 
prayed and Scandinavian indifference 
to the Jew began to disappear. A dy- 
ing American girl prayed, and plead 
with her brother to continue her peti- 
tions. That was years ago, but in re- 
sponse to the “Call to Prayer for Is- 
rael,”’ which his hand penned recently, 
thousands have fallen on their knees to 
plead for a new movement in America, 
commensurate with the need and the 
opportunity. Resources unlimited are 
locked up within the Church. Re- 
sources indefinite are ready to be super- 
added when their pent up energies are 
liberated and she moves forward to the 
work of Jewish evangelization upon her 
knees. A hundred reasons might be 
given for a mighty forward movement 
in America., Why should they be nec- 
essary? “It is the will of God,” is the 
battle cry as Mussulman fanatics hurl 
themselves upon the foe. “It is the will 
of God” we say, as we face the superhu- 
man task of giving the gospel of Christ 
to his rebellious and gainsaying people. 
And His will shall triumph. 





REPLY TO RABBI LEVY. 


[The following article appeared almost in 
full in the Pittsburg Post of December 21, in 
reply to an attack on Jewish converts made 
by Dr. J. Leonard Levy, Rabbi of the Re- 


‘form congregation, Rodeph Shalom, of this 


city. Dr. Levy is the most prominent 
rabbi of Western Pennsylvania, a graduate 
of the Jews’ College, London, and a man of 
suave manners and considerable intellectu- 
al force. He has appeared before various 
Christian audiences, who have listened with 
rather more respect than Christian tolerance 
requires to his bland presentation of the 
modern Jewish view of Jesus, which is 
merely a thinly-veiled scepticism. In his 


“recent attack Dr. Levy overreached himself, 


as some of his own people admit. He has 
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made as yet no counter-reply, except indi- 
rectly in his own pulpit. We are not re- 
sponsible for the appearance of this ““Re- 
ply” in the “Sunday” edition of the Post.] 


To break a lance or two in friendly 
joust with Rabbi J. Leonard Levy 
might be a pleasant pastime, if such 
were needed. But the interests of truth 
demand a careful and earnest reply to 
Dr. Levy’s editorial published in last 
week’s Jewish Criterion, reproduced in 
full in the Post of December 12, and 
partly reprinted in the Dispatch of De- 
cember 15. Dr. Levy objects to cer- 
tain statements made by me at the 
Point Breeze Presbyterian Church. His 
defence contains some surprising dec- 
larations, particularly with reference to 
converted Jews. 

He says, “A few people may leave 
the ranks of Israel moved by selfish 
considerations.” The latest statistics 
carefully gathered by de le Roi and 
others show that 204,000 Jews were 
baptized in the 19th century. This is 
not “a few,” since the entire Jewish 
population of the world numbers, ac- 
cording to a liberal estimate, 11,245,- 
ooo. His charge that these Jews were 
moved by selfish considerations is a 
serious one. It is amazing, especially 
in view of what Dr. Levy claims to be, 
“not a bigot,’ and in view of the gen- 
eral estimate of him as a Jew of liberal 
views and kindly spirit. Having seen 
and heard Dr. Levy, I was not prepared 
to see him join the ranks of the great 
unthinking mass of Jews who recognize 
no good in any convert from Judaism. 
For Rabbi Levy says further, “Whether 
these deserters be of the poorest or of 
the richest, of the most ignorant or of 
the most learned, of the least refined or 
of the most cultured, they have been led 


to pursue their course by motives which | 


cannot be blessed of God or respected 
by honest men. This is not the asser- 
tion of a bigot, but of one who has had 
a-ifair experience with that class of 
rétiegades known as ‘converted Jews,’ 
and who has had a fair opportunity of 
investigating the character of those who 
have! left Israel for other religious 


ntks.” 
BEE ine thus Dr. Levy virtually 
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calls every one of these 204,000 bap- 
tized Jews a hypocrite. Let us see who 
some of them are who were led “by mo- 
tives which cannot be blessed of God or 
respected by honest men.” Take Ne- 
ander, a most gentle spirit, and “in- 
comparable Church historian,’ Eder- 
sheim, author of the best history of 
Jesus the Messiah, the Saphirs, father 
and son, noble men, the one as scholar, 
the other as author and preacher, P. 
Cassel, the theologian; Joseph Rabino- 
witz, the Christian lawyer; Margoli- 
outh, the noted Semitic scholar, the 
great Herschell, Lord Chancellor of 
England, and many other earnest men 
who were an ornament to their race. 
Can Rabbi Levy hope to retain the re- 
spect of honest men when he deliber- 
ately calumniates such spirits as these? 

There are noble women also among 
the Jewish converts whom he traduces. 
Lady Montefiore, the aunt of the great 
Sir Moses Montefiore, and related also 


to the Rothschilds, is certainly one who 


cannot be suspected of becoming a 
Christian for any mere social or finan- 
cial consideration.. Her testimony will 
benefit the Christian public as well as 
Dr. Levy. She says in her “Conver- 
sion”: “I must tell you I am a thorough 
Jewess! I was born a Jewess, and I 
hope I shall die a Jewess.” Later she 
writes: “The more I read my Bible, the 
more I am beginning to feel that my be- 
ing born a Jewess can never save me.” 
Later still: “I ardently pray that the 
Bible may bring the whole world to be- 
lieve, as I now do, that Jesus Christ, 
God’s only begotten Son, was ordained 
to be crucified to take away all our sin. 
It is because ‘I have found Him whom 
my soul loves,’ that I am happy.” 
Another Jewess, Lady Vicars, be- 
longed to very wealthy Jewish families, 
but became a lowly follower of Jesus 
Christ. She gave her life and wealth to 
the rescue of poor fallen women in Eu- 
ropean cities, founding one institution 
after another in their behalf, and “even 
to the ripe age of ninety years she la- 
bored among the most unfortunate.” A 
third Jewess, a niece of Sir Moses 
Montefiore, was won to faith in Jesus 
through the Christian spirit of her gov- 
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erness, and on attaining her majority 
renounced her inheritance of millions, 
became a‘deaconess, and labored in 
Berlin till the evil plottings of her rela- 
tives made further residence there im- 
possible. She went to China as a mis- 
sionary, and Dr. J. Hudson Taylor, Di- 
rector of the China Inland Mission, has 
praised her “as a true pearl among the 
precious stones in the kingdom of 
God.” Shame on Dr. Levy for impugn- 
ing the motives of such converts as 
these! For be it noted that he makes 
no exceptions to his sweeping charge. 
Can Dr. Levy name any unconverted 
Jewess who has given up her life and 
wealth, renouncing social position, in or- 
der to lift up the lowly? I say nothing 
against the noble Jewish womanhood of 
today, but with all their labors and 
philanthropies they go not so far as this. 
The love of Jesus lifts men and women 
higher than any other love can do. 
There is no motive so mighty as the 
divine love embodied in sacrifice. 

We are not done with this question 
of converts. It is often alleged that 
they come from the lowest stratum of 
Jewry, from the mass of the chronic 
poor, who are more susceptible to kind- 
ness. Even if this were true, what of it? 
Is it not the glory of Christianity that 
“to the poor the gospel is preached?’ 
But on the high character of many con- 
verts note the following from Prof. Dr. 
M. Philippson, of Berlin, “a zealous de- 
fender of Judaism.” In his lecture on 
the “Condition of the Jews in Ger- 
many,’ he says: “One is often inclined 
to console oneself over the increasing 
defection (of Jews) by the common al- 
legation that it is only the diseased and 
decayed branches that crumble away 
from the ancient tree. But this is un- 
fortunately incorrect. Rather is it true 
that numerous elements abandon us 
spiritually and materially powerful, yea, 
even of the highest moral standing.” 

Still more on this line is found in the 
“Jewish Year Book” for 1899-1900, ed- 
ited by Joseph Jacobs (till recently one 
of the brightest scholars of the English 
Jewry, now revising editor of the great 
“Tewish Encyclopedia’’), where there is 


- intellect were simply fools. 
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a very interesting list of “Jewish Celeb- 
rities of the Nineteenth Century.” Ac- 
cording to Mr. Jacobs, ‘The principle 
on which it was compiled was only to 
include those Jews who had found their 
way into recognized lists of celebrities.” 
In this list of three hundred and eighty- 
eight (388) noted Jews of the 19th cen- 
tury, are the names, marked in every 
case by a star, of fifty-five (55) Jewish 
converts, or One in every seven. Here 
is food for thought which Dr. Levy will 
do well to ponder. He questions the 
motives of every converted Jew, includ- 
ing these fifty-five. If he believes his 
own statement, why does he not raise a 
great cry of protest against including 
the names of fifty-five hypocrites in the 
Jewish roll of fame? But the versatile 
Rabbi may dispose of the case in yet an- 
other way. He says again, “We believe 
it impossible for any sane Jew to accept 
the cardinal dogmas of Christianity.” 
Then all these men and women of giant 
If insane, 
how comes it that they furnished one- 
seventh of the total number of Jews 
distinguished in the 19th century for 
mental ability? Would it not be a good 
thing to have a little more of this kind 
of insanity? And how about the great 
apostle Paul and all the Christian Jews 
and Gentiles of these nineteen centur- 
ies? They believed the “cardinal dog- 
mas of Christianity?’ How about Dr. 
Levy’s Christian neighbors? Does he 
feel really safe living in Pittsburg? Or 
does he imagine he can draw the wool 
over the eyes of this Christian commun- 
ity? As a leader of Reform Judaism, 
he will need to take a different tack 
before conquering the world. 

Dr. Levy thinks no benefit should ac- 
crue “financially or socially” to Jews 
who become Christians. Is the Rabbi 
ignorant of the uplifting and civilizing 
power of Christianity in the centuries 
gone by and in heathen lands today? 
“Godliness is profitable for all things.” 
The most prosperous and powerful na- 
tions today are those where the Bible 
is most loved and followed. Dr. Levy 
has said elsewhere, “Where he (Jesus) 
is remembered, in his spirit, men are 


” 


noble and women are pure,” Jewish 
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View of Jesus, p. 9. If Jesus does this 
for millions of Gentiles, is he not also 
able to do the same for'Jews’ And if 
Gentiles can follow a Jewish Messiah 
with pure motives, may not Jews do the 
same? Why this continual inipugning 
of the motives of men simply because 
they happen to be Jews? Is it because 
the Jewish mind cannot think of worth 
except in terms of money? Last spring 
Dr. Levy criticised a “Call to Prayer 
for Israel,” published widely in Amer- 
ica and Britain. He said, “Employ 
- converted Jews to conduct missions 
without salaries, and see what work 
would result!” (Pittsburg Leader, May 
3, quoted in American Israelite, May 10.) 
Well, does Rabbi Levy believe the la- 
borer is not worthy of his hire? It ill 
becomes a rabbi who has turned from 
Orthodox Judaism with its poorly paid 
ministry to Reform Judaism and a sal- 
ary of eight thousand five hundred dol- 
lars ($8,500) to sneer at earnest Jews 
who are devoting their lives to the no- 
toriously illpaid Jewish missionary 
work. 

Dr. Levy urges his people to rise 
above prejudices, and live in the atmos- 
phere of truth and liberality. John Hab- 
berton’s book, “All He Knew,” tells of 
a convict who while in jail got hold of 
a Testament, and learned that it was his 
duty to be honest. Just as soon as he 
got out, by the grace of God he began 
to practice “all he knew.” Will Rabbi 
Levy learn to be honest with Jewish 
converts? 


Speaking of missions to Jéws he says, 


“When the christian -world is Jesus- ' 


like, there will be plenty of time to dis- 
cuss the acceptance of Christianity by 
non-Christians.” It is just when Chris- 
tians are like Jesus that they become 
missionaries. Was not Jesus a mission- 
ary? He was sent “to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel,” and later sent his 
disciples to all the world that the Gen- 
‘les also might learn the grace of God. 
And this was in accordance with the 
srophecy of the great Isaiah, 49:1-6, 
shere it is predicted of Jesus that he 
‘as to be named only in the hour of 
snception, and where it is also said of 
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him, “It is a light thing that thou 
shouldest be my servant to raise up the 
tribes of Jacob, and to restore the pre- 
served of Israel; I will also give thee 
for a light to the Gentiles.” The Jews 
eighteen centuries ago forbade Paul to 
speak to the Gentiles. that they might 
be saved, (1 Thess. 2:16), and it is Jews 
to this day who refuse as a people to ac- 
cept their missionary vocation to the 
Gentiles, and oppose Christian ministry 
to Jews. A Jewish preacher is reported 
in the Jewish Chronicle as saying, “The 
Jewish people, like Jonah, are fleeing 
from the call and presence of their 
God.” And like Jonah they are swal- 
lowed up among the nations until they 
repent and accept their true mission. 
The spirit of Jesus makes missionaries, 
and this is why 800 Hebrew-Christians 
preach the gospel today in the pulpits 
of the world. Again, missions to Jews 
are conducted almost exclusively by 


Protestants, among whom the Bible is 


toved, liberty reigns more fuliy than 
elsewhere, and Jews are generally well 
treated. All which proves that these 
missions are the expression of a genu- 
ine love for Jews, flowing from the 
fountain of love in the heart of Jesus 
Christ. Nay, we cannot be obedient to 
Christ without going to Jews with the 
gospel, for his last command sends us 
“to every creature,” which includes the 
Jew. 

Again the Rabbi says, “Let the syn- 
agogue look after the spiritual well be- 
ing of those who are of Israel.” Oh 
that the synagogue would do so in the 
true spirit of Moses and the prophets! 
But Judaism is incapable of doing this 
according to its own confession. In 
the London Jewish Chronicle of January 
22, 1897, a correspondent wrote: “Let 
us face the truth, which must dawn up- 
on all sooner or later. The age for the 
Jewish religion is past; 1 mean the es- 
sentially Jewish part of the religion 
which is slowly dying. One has but to 
attend a service of its worshipers in any 
of our synagogues to see that the vital 
spark is flickering its last.” I have read 
Jewish journals for years from both 
sides of the water, and this is a common 
lament therein. Whither is the reform 
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synagogue leading the Jewish people? 
Dr. I. M. Wise was for forty-five years 
the able leader of the reform Jews of 
America. A friend of mine, a minister 
of the gospel, was in Cincinnati the 
week the rabbi died. Meeting a Jewish 
acquaintance, a member of Dr. Wise’s 
congregation, they fell into conversa- 
tion about the dead rabbi, and the Jew 
said to my informant: ““When I came to 
America I was an orthodox Jew. Now 
I am only an infidel, and Dr. Wise 
made me what [ am. All his members 
are in the same condition.” Ezekiel 
(13:10) describes the prophets of his 
day: “One built up a wall, and, lo, oth- 
ers daubed it with untempered mortar.” 
This is deplorable. I grant the church 
of Christ is not what it ought to be, nor 
fully awake to the need and blessedness 
of spiritual life. Church and_ syna- 
gogue alike need to come to Jesus 
Christ for newness of life. 


Dr. Levy speaks of missions to Jews 
as being “expensive and useless.” The 
array of noble Jewish men and women 
mentioned above are a sufficient answer 
lomsucieeasecharce: Cpe. man” like 
Adolph Saphir is worth to the race the 
whole cost of Jewish missions for a cen- 
tury. 

In reference to miracles he says: “If 
some [ews refuse to believe in miracles, 
it is because they esteem God too high- 
ly to believe that he plays fast and loose 
with his own laws.” But Dr. Levy plays 
fast and loose with the very idea of God. 
The highest idea of God is that he is 
good. But goodness denies its nature 
if it does not concern itself with dis- 
tress. A benevolent God will aid his 
helpless creatures by revealing to them 
his will for their guidance out of trou- 
ble. We have a book consisting of the 
Old and New Testament Scriptures, 
written perhaps throughout by men of 
the Jewish race. These Scriptures con- 
stantly assert their origin to be by di- 
vine inspiration, and they disclose a 
plan of mercy which has purified and 
blessed countless human lives. If the 
Bible is not from God then the Jews 
have palmed off on men the greatest 
imposture of all history. However, I 
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am not now concerned with arguments 
combating Dr. Levy’s disbelief in the 
miracle of revelation and other mir- 
cles. But J am concerned over the re- 
Hection his disbelief casts on the char- 
acter of God. What kind of a God has 
Rabbi Levy, anyway? My God is in- 
finite in power and resource, dwelling 
in royal magnificence amidst a thou- 
sand million suns with their attendant 
planets, yea, filling the heaven of heav- 
ens with His glory, and dispensing I lis 
kingly bounty to possibly ten thousand 
million races of intelligent beings who 
wait upon His daily care. To deny the 
possibility of miracle is to deny the om- 
nipotence of this mighty God. To say 
that God cannot interfere with fixed law 
is to make law greater than the law- 
giver. To say He will not interfere in be- 
half of His creatures in distress denies 
to Him ihc attributes of fatherliness and 
mercy. Will a Jew, a member of the 
chosen race, presume to say God is not 
merciful? Yet this is what Dr. Levy’s 
reasoning results in. I prefer to believe 
Moses and the prophets. Give me a 
God able and willing to do all that in- 
finite wisdom can devise for his help- 
less creatures who cry unto him, or let 
me have no God at all. It is high time 
that modern Judaism in its actual, 
though perhaps unconscious, tenden- 
cies, were unmasked to the _ world. 
Jesus the supreme teacher said, “He 
that hath not the Son hath not the Fa- 
ther.” He has no God at all. I recom- 
mend to the Rabbi’s reading Dr. Robert 
Hall’s magnificent sermon on “Modern 
Infidelity.” 

In closing permit me to remark that 
the Scriptures declare the need of a me- 
diator between God and man, and that 
when the heart turns unto the Lord the 
vail upon the mind is removed. Dr. 
Levy knows that if he had been de- 
prived from birth of any one of the five 
senses, he would have been incapable of 
understanding the facts of nature. cog- 
nizable alone by the faculty he had lost. 
Had he been born blind, what idea 
could he have of color? No amount of 
explanation could give him any true 
conception of a fact clear as day to 
a man with eyes. But let sight be giv-

en him, and what a world of beauty 
would flash upon his vision! Dr. Levy 
considers Jesus the greatest of all teach- 
ers. Jesus said, “If any man will do his 
will, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether I 
speak of myself.’ Jesus claims to give 
spiritual vision. If Rabbi Levy will fol- 
low this lofty teacher, he will obtain this 
new faculty, and then will be able to 
see God by the spiritual eye. The mys- 
tery of the Messiah will then be cleared 
up, yea, all mysteries will in time be 
solved. As President A. H. Strong has 
nobly said, “Christ’s coming and 
Christ’s blood make history intelligible. 
He through whom and unto whom all 
things were created carries in his girdle 
the key to all the mysteries of the 
world.” Alfred Edersheim wrote in his 
“Life and Times of Jesus the Messiah,” 
Vol. I., p. 181, “Ii He be not the: Mes- 
siah, He has at least thus far done the 
Messiah’s work. * * * If He be not the 
Messiah, the world has not, and never 
can have, a Messiah.” Let Rabbi Levy 
distinguish the ages, and give Jesus the 
Messiah time, and he will finish all His 
work and bring eternal peace. I com- 
mend to him F. W. Robertson’s ser- 
mon on “Obedience the Organ of Spir- 
itual Knowledge,” and the Psalmist’s 
words, “O taste and see that the Lord 
is good.” Out of a heart full of love to 
Jesus and his Jewish brethren I have 
written this reply.

JOSEPH RABINOWITZ. 


Joseph Rabinowitz was born in 1837 
in Resina in the province of Bessarabia, 
South Russia. He obtained his educa- 
tion in Kischenev. There he labored 
first as a teacher, and later as a lawyer. 
Since he was not only an able lawyer, 
but also a pious Jew and benefactor of 
his people, having founded schools and 
other institutions, he won for himself 
the esteem and confidence of his fellow 
religionists. 

During the Jewish persecutions in 
Russia in 1882 he directed his attention 
to Palestine with the thought that the 
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people should again seek the home of 
their fathers. In order to acquaint him- 
self with the condition of affairs in the 
promised land he concluded to journey 
thither himself. He took various books 
along, among which was the New Tes- 
tament, which was recommended to 
him as a trustworthy description of the 
historical places of the land. 

When he was in Palestine he read 
this New Testament. One day he as- 
cended the Mount of Olives. He sat 
down and contemplated Jerusalem ly- 
ing at his feet. He asked himself: 
“Why has the city of David lain waste 
for so many centuries? Why have my 
people been for so long a time dis- 
persed? Wherefore these oft repeated 
persecutions?” 

While occupied with these questions 


‘he glanced toward Golgotha, the place 


where Jesus was crucified. As he re- 
garded the spot he thought on the 
words of the prophet in Isaiah 53, and 
the sufferings of Jesus as described in 
the .New Testament, and in the same 
moment it became clear to him that Je- 
sus is the promised Messiah, who suf- 
fered and died for His people. There- 
upon he said: “Now I see the answer - 
to my questionings. We have cast 
away the Messiah; therefore are we 
scattered, therefore are we persecuted 
and without peace.” He now acknowl- 
edged Jesus Christ as his Redeemer 
and King, and opening the New Testa- 
ment, which had become to him a true 
guide, he read in John 15 the words of 
Jesus 3"‘Iovam “the .vineseve sarec ine 
branches . . . without me ye can do 
nothing.” 

Upon reading this chapter Rabino- 
witz said, “It is now clear to me that 
our Jewish millionaires cannot help us, 
our scholars and statesmen can by their 
wisdom do nothing for us, our colonies 
in Palestine can avail nothing. Our 
only hope is our brother Jesus, whom 
we have crucified, whom God hath 
raised and seated at his right hand.” 

Rabinowitz returned from Jerusalem 
with the watchword, “The key to the 
Holy Land lies in the hands of our 
brother Jesus. His words should strike 
root in our hearts, and bring forth the 
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Joseph Rabinowitz. 


fruit of righteousness and salvation.” 

In spite of abuses on the part of his 
early friends, especially after his bap- 
tism, he preached with power and glad- 
ness the crucified and risen Messiah. 
Little by little the enmity against him 
abated, and not only his relations but 
other Jews as well began to regard his 
words and to search the New Testa- 
ment, and they too acknowledged Jesus 
as the promised Messiah. 


Friends of Israel, especially in Scot- 
land, interested themselves in Rabino- 
witz and his work, and built him a large 
hall for divine services. There he 
preached in the Hebrew tongue to a 
numerous assembly. He was an ear- 
nest and gifted speaker, who loved to 
fix the attention of his hearers by 
means of ingenious parables, and he un- 


derstood how to convince them in this 
manner of the truth. For example: 


“Two simple-minded persons, travel- 
ing in a four-wheeled wagon, lost one 
wheel. Noticing that the wagon moved 
clumsily they looked about and discov- 
ered that a wheel was gone. One of 
them sprang out and ran _ foolishly 
ahead, seeking the missing wheel. To 
all whom he met he said, ‘We have lost 
a wheel; have you found it?’ Finally a 
wise man said to him, ‘You are seek- 
ing in the wrong direction. Instead of 
looking for the wheel before the wagon, 
you should look behind it’ This is the 
very error of which the Jews have been 
guilty for centuries. They have forgot- 
ten that in order to look forward clear- 
lv they must first look back aright. One 
may say that the four wheels of Hebrew 
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history are Abraham, Moses, David and 
Jesus. Now since the Jews have looked 
forward instead of backward, they have 
tailed to find their fourth wheel. But 
God be praised that the sons of the 
New Testament (Jer. 31:31; Heb. 8:8) 
have found Jesus, that most eminent 
wheel. Abraham, Moses and David are 
only beautiful types and symbols of 
Jesus. God be praised that we 
have found our brother Jesus, our all, 
who is made of God unto us, ‘wisdom, 
and righteousness, and sanctification, 
and redemption’ (1 Cor. 1:30), in whom 
alone we have found divine light, life, 
liberty and love for the great stage of 
existence here below and for the great-

Incidents in Personal Work. 


By a Hebrew Christian. 


While in Cincinnati on my business 
trip recently, I spent an evening at the 
home of a Jewish woman who accepted 
Christ in Detroit last spring, after my 
wife and I showed her that Jesus Christ 
died for Jew as well as Gentile, and dur- 
ing that visit she told me the complete 
story of what she has done for her Mas- 
ter. 

After she was saved, she left for Cin- 
cinnati, and in less than two months had 
brought her husband, and her brother 
and his wife to Christ, and shortly after 
that she brought a Catholic women and 
her husband to church, and they both 
_ accepted Christ as their personal Sav- 
iour before leaving that church that day. 
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er stage above. And now we look with 
shining eyes and jubilating hearts to- 
ward the glory of His appearing.” 
Although Rabinowitz led many Jews 
in Kischenev to Jesus through his word 
and manner of life, his activity and in- 
fluence were not confined to that city. 
By means of his printed sermons and - 
other writings, scattered far and wide in 
Russia, many were directed to the New 
Testament and to Jesus. Thus arose 
the Jewish-Christian movement in Rus- 
sia. His unwearied zeal exhausted his 
bodily powers. After a short illness he 
passed quietly away, May, 1899.— 
Translation by the editor-in-chief from the 
German of Arnold Frank, Hamburg. 
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Then she started after her niece, who 
was in Cincinnati to finish her musical 
education, and a few weeks ago the 
niece took Christ into her life, and He 
finished her musical education when He 
put a new song into her mouth, even 
praise unto our God. 

Sabbath, November 9, when the gold- 
en text was, “Choose ye this day whom 
ye will serve,” she urged a boy to de- 
cide for Christ, but he refused.

Mott, or Moody of him, who knows? 
The earnest work of that woman ought 
to inspire each one of us. When God 
can use a babe (she is eight months old 
in her new religion) in bringing so many 
souls to Himself, it ought to make us 
more determined than ever before to 
speak to souls where and whenever we 
meet them, especially now when most 
of our churches will start their revival 
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meetings. Do not wait until your neigh- 
bors happen to come to church, or ex- 
pect the pastor to bring them, but you 
do a little personal work and bring them 
to church, and then pray for the Holy 
Spirit to do the rest. 

Have you an unsaved brother, sister, 
friend, or neighbor? Have you ever 
preached Christ to them? No? Well, how 
can they believe on Him of whom they 
have not heard? How shall they hear 
without a preacher? Faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the Word of 
God. s Jacob Morris.

ABROAD. 
Dr. John Wilkinson. 


This veteran of the Jewish mission 
field completed his seventy-eighth year 
on December 6. Dr. Wilkinson has 
been a missionary to Israel for fifty-one 
years. He was at first employed by 
the British Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel among the Jews, continu- 
ing in this service for twenty-two years, 
and traveling an average of ten thou- 
sand miles a year all up and down the 
United Kingdom. He. sowed the seed 
of an interest in. Israel in a great mul- 
titude of Christian hearts, and preached 
also to Jews as he found opportunity. 
At length, feeling the call of God to 
to enter more directly into the work 
of preaching to Jews, he left the British 
Society, and June 1, 1876, founded the 
Mildmay Mission, with headquarters in 
London. 

This work under his wise and effi- 
cient leadership has grown to be the 
second most important Jewish mission 
in the world. It has at present 11 sta- 
tions and 61 missionary workers, and 
its vearly expenditure is $45,000, equal 
to that of all the Jewish missions at 
work in the United States. The total 
attendance of men, women and children 
at all meetings at the Central Hall 
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alone during the year 1902 was about 
60,000. ‘This mission is famous also for 
its distribution of New Testaments 
among the Jews. Up to date it has 
sent out almost twelve hundred thou- 
sand copies in whole or in part. Dr. 
Wilkinson closes his annual review of 
the mission work with the following en- 
couraging paragraphs, which we take 
from the December Trusting and Toil- 
ing, organ of the Mildmay Mission: 

“The change in the attitude of the 
Jews towards Christ is very hopeful. 
They are not only losing faith in Juda- 
ism and forsaking the synagogue, but 
have started, in London, a movement 
called ‘The Religious Union,’ holding 
services in the Great Central Hotel, 
more like church services than syna- 
gogue. worship. Some are proposing to 
use the New Testament in those serv- 
ices, and some in America are propos- 
ing to use the New Testament in Jew- 
ish schools. 


“The Jews were never so accessible to 
gospel effort as at present. Christians 
should hasten gospel effort, with con- 
stant prayer, to flood the Jewish world 
with gospel truth, lest they should lose 
faith not only in Judaism, but also in 
God and the Bible, and sink into infi- 
delity, into which many have already 
fallen. 

“We afresh invite our beloved friends 
to encourage us in our efforts to reach 
with the gospel the still unreached mil- 
lions, and tc unite with us in prayer for 
a mighty awakening of the Holy Spirit, 
giving God ‘no rest until he establish 
and make Jerusalem a praise in the 
earth. 


Work in Amsterdam. 


The Rev. A. C. Adler, of the London 
Jews’ Society writes very encouraging- 
ly of his work in this city. On October 
8 “Dr. Wilkinson, Bishop of Northern 
and Central Europe, held a confirmation 
in our mission church. I had the priv- 
ilege of presenting to the bishop nine 
candidates, five of whom were converts 
of this mission. A special service for 
Jews and Christians was held on the eve 
of the Day of Atonement. This proved 
to he the most remarkable of all simi- 
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Jar services which I have held during the 
last 23 years. Never before were the 
Jews so preponderating in numbers, and 
there never was a better class of hear- 
ers, who behaved reverently. From the 
beginning to the close of the service not 
a single Jew moved from his place, al- 
though many had to remain standing. 
It was an impressive sight to see them, 
listening for one and a half hours to my 
address from Ezekiel xxxvi, 16. Some 
300 or 400 tracts in Dutch were distrib- 
uted at the church doors, also several 
New Testaments. 

“At Rotterdam the work amongst the 
emigrant and native Jews is being car- 
ried on perseveringly, and with good 
success, by Mr. Zalman. Since January 
I last, upwards of 5,500 Jewish refugees 
have attended ‘Elim,’ our Rotterdam 
reading room. Some have been deeply 
impressed with the truth.” — Reported 
in Jewish Missionary Intelligence. 


Miscellaneous. 


The London Jews’ Society now has 
two mission schools for Jewish girls 
in Bucharest, Roumania, with a total of 
420 under Christian education—No 
small stir was recently caused among 
the Jewish community of Paris by 
the baptism of M. Gaston Pollonnais 
into the Roman Catholic church. 
The Jewish Chronicle speaks of him 
as “one of the seventeen Jewish rene- 
gades on the editorial staff of the ‘Gau- 
lois. —Mr. Israel Sunlight, of Lemberc, 
in the Austrian province of Galicia, 
says; “I have had many visits from 
Jews. Most of my work in August was 
done in the parks, where hundreds of 
Jews are to be found, who are always 
ready to enter into a conversation.”’— 


According to the Jewish Chronicle 
(Jan. 29, 1897) the late Rev. Hugh Price 
Hughes, the eminent Wesleyan Metho- 
dist minister, was descended, on his 
mother’s side, from the daughter of a 
Jew named Levi, who changed his 
name to Phillips. 7 


This people have I formed for myself;

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Jerusalem and the St. Louis Fair. 


Alexander Konta, president of the 
Jerusalem Exhibit Company, for the St. 
Louis Fair, has closed a contract with 
F. W. Heine, the artist, to take charge 
of the work of making sketches of Jeru- 
salem which are to be used in construct- 
ing the city at the fair. Mr. Heine and 
Charles Peters, of Milwaukee, were to 
leave the first of the year for Palestine, 
where they will be joined by Paul Pal- 
mer, of Leipsic, and will spend several 
months in securing sketches in and 
about Jerusalem. The wall of Jerusa- 
lem as it is to-day will inclose the con- 
cession of ten acres which the company 
has been granted. The company is 
capitalized at $1,000,000 and its aim will 
be to reproduce exactly the Palestine 
city with many of its most famous 
places, such as the “Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre,’ “Garden of Gethsemane,” 
the “Wailing Place of the Jews” and 
“Golgotha.” The company, Mr. Konta 
says, has secured the right to move 
many of the sacred relics here provid- 
ing the United States Government will 
grant permission for a regiment of Turk- 
ish cavalry to come as guard. Hun- 
dreds of the natives of Palestine will be 
brought. to people the city.—Sclected. 


The Samaritan High Priest, Isaac ben 
Amram, has recently been in London, 
conspicuous from his tall, manly figure 
and his oriental dress and red turban. 
The object of his visit was to obtain as- 
sistance towards placing the communi- 
ty of 200 souls, over which he presides 
in conjunction with the Senior High 
Priest, on a firmer financial basis.

Zionism.—There are no recent devel- 
opments of special note in this great 
national movement of the Jewish peo- 
ple. But there is continual growth. 
Many Jews of culture are becoming 
Zionists, and negotiations with the 
Turkish government continue. No 


Zionist congress was held in 1902, as 
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the congress is to meet biennially here- 
after. But instead the annual Zionist 
Conference met in Vienna, October 29. 
This Conference is “composed of the 
members of the Great Actions Commit- 
tee, the Directors and Governors of the 
Jewish Colonial Trust, and the Chair- 
man of the Permanent Commissions.” 
It was reported to this Conference that 
new associations had been formed in 


- South Africa, Algeria, Morocco, Tunis, 


South America, India, Siberia, Sidney, 
Melbourne and Brisbane. 


New [Tlovement in London. 


The Jewish Religious Union has made 
no small stir amongst all classes of 
Jews. The outcome of a strong desire 
to combat the growing apathy of those 
who were drifting, not only from Juda- 
ism, but from God, and opening its 
arms to those who revolt against the 
hollow forms of the orthodox Jewish 
ceremonial, it is full of significance. The 
first service was held on Saturday af- 
ternoon, October 19, at the Great Cen- 
tral Hotel; it was conducted mainly in 
English; there was a voluntary choir; 
the congregation was mixed; there was 
no ark; and the free and easy manners 
of the Shool gave way to stiff decorum. 
We notice that it is prophesied that the 
new movement will kill Judaism in six 
months’ time. The Jewish Chronicle 
states that it is the outcome of a desire 
to write something upon the blank page 
between the Old and the New Testa- 
ments.—Friend of Israel. 


The Cleavage Over Zionism. 


It is becoming apparent that there 
are two forces working in American 
Jewry, and that they are in radical op- 
position to each other.

THE PAST TIONTH. 


The closing weeks of the year have 
been especially busy. Besides the an-

The exercises held in the above rep- 
resentative churches of greater Pitts- 
burg, proved a rich blessing for the 
cause. The program included address- 
es by Rev. T. M. Chalmers on “Present 
Opportunities for Christian Work 
Among the Jews,” “Christian Obliga- 
tion,’ “Israel and Prayer,’ and ‘What 
an aggressive work requires.” Rev. A. 
R. Kuldell spoke on “Present Encour- 
agements in Jewish Work,’ Rev. H. 
Denning on “Israel’s Great Mission,” 
“Value of Jewish Missions,” and “Is- 
rael the Miracle of History,” and Mrs. 
EK. V. Baker, on “Our Dependence on 
the Holy Spirit,” and “The Debt of the 
Gentile.” Maurice Ruben spoke on 
“My Call to Christian Life and Serv- 
ice.” “How to Win the Jews to Christ,” 
and “What Individual Christians Can 
Do.” 

On Thursday evening at the North 
Avenue M. E. Church an open confer- 
ence, was held, led by Mr. Chalmers, 
which included short addresses by vari- 
ous speakers on “Fruitfulness of the 
Tewish Field,” “Literature of Jewish 
Missions,’ and “Results of the Pitts- 
burg Work.” 

We give helow extracts of two ad- 
dresses, reserving others for a future is- 
sue. Rev. H. Denning, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, spoke Monday evening, Decem- 
ber 8, as follows on 


ISRAEL’S GREAT MISSION. 


“God had selected Israel to be His 
They were made the 
custodians of the divine oracles that 
through them, when the fullness of time 
has come, the world may receive the 
fullness of knowledge. 


\ 
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“This great mission has a_ three-fold 
aspect. Israel’s law, Israel’s faith and 
Israel’s hope have each a mission to the 
world, partially fulfilled and partly t< 
be fulfilled. 

“The wonderful law given at first to a 
horde of semicivilized people wandering 
in a desert, has become the foundation 
of the jurisprudence of Western civiliza- 
tion, and is practically the code of 
Christendom. 

“This wonderful law has also been the 
source of Israel’s perpetuity—giving to 
the race longevity, health and marvelous 
endurance, under circumstances most 
unfavorable to its national preservation. 
To this day the Law with its dietary and 
sanitary precepts gives the Jew immuni- 
ty from many diseases even in the 
crowded ghettos of modern cities. 

“Tsrael’s mission has also been to wit- 
ness to Monotheism. With occasional 
lapses into idolatry it has borne testt- 
mony to the unity of God amidst an al- 
most universal polytheisrn. 

“The widespread monotheistic tenden- 
cy of the Greek philosophy was in the 
opinion of many due to the influence of 
the Hebrews and their Scriptures. The 
influence of Greek thought was every- 
where modified by them, so that the 
Jews before Christ were no small factor 
in moulding human opinion. 

“The most important mission of Israel, 
however, has been and is Messianic. 
Christianity rightly understood is Mes- 
sjianic. Mere monotheism without a 
revelation is not Judaism. 

“Judaism is a system divinely revealed 
with a Messianic hope, and with a 
national history indissolubly connected 


with that hope, both as to its past and. 


its’ future. And there is not only a 
Messiah and a Messianic hope for Is- 
rael but for the world also, for ‘Israel 
shall blossom and bud, and fill the face 
of the world with fruit,’ Isa. 27:6. 
“The age is coming—is very near at 
hand—when ‘all Israel shall be saved.’ 
Thén when 'Jélovah has ‘set His King 
Spon Histholy hill of Zion,’ will He give 
té"that?' Kine the heathen'for His in- 
Héritahce (Psat 236L8)2\theti and ot till 
theh, owilh Hey sbuildtoagai? thentabers: 
nacle of David whieholisofallén down,’ 
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and the residue of men shall seek the 
Lord (Acts 15: 16-17). 

“Our justification for missions to Jews 
*s that the Messiah is coming to set up 
Elis kingdom as ‘foretold by all the holy 
prophets since the world began.’ The 
Friends of Israel Movement claims for 
itself the enthusiasm which this great 
truth should awaken.” 

On Tuesday evening, Rev. A. R. Kul- 
dell spoke as follows on 
PRESENT ENCOURAGEMENTS OF JEWISH 

MISSION WORK. 


“Being asked to speak on the pres- ° 
ent encouragements of Jewish mission 
work presupposes that there are dis- 
couragements. Verily if any effort for 
Christianity has met with discourage- 
ment, it is this of bringing the gospel 
to the Jews.; and yet if any cause has 
reason to feel encouraged, it is also this 
cause of Christ for Jewish work. This 
cause bears a three-fold relation: 

“T. Unto the Lord Jesus Christ, who 
has given us the command to ‘Go, 
preach this gospel to every creature.’ 

“TI. To the church, which is to fur- 
nish the sinews—the men and means. 

“III. To the Jews, with whom this 
spiritual battle is to be fought. 

“Look first at the field. When we 
come in contact with the Jew as a rule 
he does not see what we want with him, 
why we bring him the gospel. He has 
been taught from his earliest child- 
hood that Jesus is the enemy of the 
Jew. He knows that repeatedly he has 
been persecuted by the Christians. But 
it is encouraging to us who know that 
those of them, who at first acted like 
wild beasts, now listen attentively, 
standing on tip-toe, with eyes full of 
inquisitiveness. What a change! 

“When Paul saw a vision of a man 
of Macedonia calling: ‘Come over and 
help us,’ it was not a man of flesh and 
blood, but their needs embodied in the 
vision. Flesh and blood does not want 
the gospel, but the need has to be 
created by the Holy Spirit. While the 
Jews are not calling, their needs cry un- 
to us. Israel has needs, and we must 
pray and labor and bring the gospel to 
them, which they do not want, but 


need rr 
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Christian pastors of churches. 


THE. GLORY 


“It is encouraging that the door is 
opening more and more. They are com- 


_ing to our country at the rate of 60,000 


a year, and in New York alone there 
are crowded together nearly six hun- 
dred thousand Jews. What need among 
them—what wonderful opportunity to 
show them kindness, Christian love and 
sympathy. If we had the means, the 
men, the appliances, we could get them 
by the hundreds, and teach them to earn 
a living, and make something of them to 
the glory of God. They would be recep- 
tive, and would accept a religion of love, 
for they realize that something is lack- 
ing, and are dissatisfied with their cere- 
monialism, with themselves, and want 


something and know not what it is. 


“It is encouraging to think of the 
numbers who have accepted Christ. 
During the past century 200,000 Jews 
have been converted. To-day there are 
more than 5,000 baptized Hebrew- 
Christians in this country in good stand- 
ing in Christian churches, and there are 
one hundred and twenty-five Hebrew- 
In Eu- 
rope there are six hundred of . them 
preaching the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

“Have we not reason to be encour- 
aged? We are digging for gold, and it 
always takes longer to dig for gold than 
for iron.” ) 


OUR ANNUAL [IEETING. 


The annual meeting of the local 
Friends of Israel Union was held at the 
mission rooms, 43 Congress Street, 
Monday, January 5, at 3 P. M., pre- 
sident I. F. Harris in the chair. There 
was a good attendance, and the Spirit 
was very manifestly present in power 
and blessing. After an earnest sea- 
son of prayer and praise, president Har- 
ris and first vice-president W. M. 
Holmes gave addresses full of encour- 
agemént to the workers. They struck 
strongly the note of enlargement al- 
ready sounded far and wide by the mis- 
sion staff, Brother Holmes suggesting 
the mission motto for the year: “Go for- 
ward.”

Words would fail to 
express our personal gratitude to Him 
who has watched over us another year, 
the very best year of our life. We have 
enjoyed the companionship of our be- 
loved, re-united family, and have been 
pleased to see Mrs. Ruben taking a 
keen interest in the work of the Lord. 
Many of our kind friends may learn for 
the first time that on October 2 (the Jew- 
ish New Year) a daughter came into our 
home to our great joy, making our little 
family even more complete and happy. 
Our cup has been running over, and 
truly “goodness and mercy have fol- 


lowed us,” for which we desire to praise 


Him continually. 

To our many friends we are greatly 
indebted for their prayers and gifts in 
behalf of the cause so dear to our Lord. 
“They shall prosper that love thee,” is 
one of the gracious promises and 
“faithful is He that calleth you, who al- 
so will do it.” We can but briefly re- 
view the year’s activitv. Much more 
will remain unsaid than said. May all 
the Friends of Israel give notes of 
praise unto the King of Kings for His 
many blessings. 


In=-door [leetings. 


The regular mission meetings on the 
Lord’s day attracted many seekers and 
enquirers. The Friday, eyening Bible 
class, conducted, by ;Rev. ALR. Kuldell, 
J a onl Mon 
lay jexening meetings, baye,atso.helped, 
to,make, the ;mission;a busy, gathering. 
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place for both Jews and Christians. We 
have given a clear testimony concerning 
Christ, and many of the questions put 
by the Jews have shown a deep interest 
in the message presented. Sometimes 
there has been caviling and sneering at 
the truth, but usually our words were 
well received. Many private conversa- 
tions have followed formal meetings, 
and many souls have been led to a 
clearer understanding of the essential 
truths of Christianity, whilst the un- 
satisfactoriness and vagueness of Juda- 
ism have been distinctly shown. It be- 
comes more anid more evident to the 
workers that a larger hall is a necessi- 
tv for the better prosecution of this im- 
portant part of our work. 


Open-air Meetings. 


During fair weather open-air services 
were an important feature of the work, 
and continued till the end of November. 
These services brought together large 
numbers—from 100 to 300—of Jews, 
men, women and children. Hundreds 
heard the gospel who would not come 
to the mission hall. We were ably sus- 
tained by the Friends of Israel, as many 
as twenty-five often forming a loyal 
band around us. The violent oppost- 
tion of a few years ago, when the meet- 
ings were interfered with and the work- 
ers insulted, has passed away. Order 
has prevailed, and the hearers have 
given most earnest attention to the mes- 
sage concerning Jesus and their person- 
al need of salvation. Some interesting 
incidents have taken place. We have no 
space to mention these, but we record 
here a story of much significance con- 
cerning this outdoor work. One Jew, 
a secret believer, but known to the Jews 
for a time as an arch-opposer of Christ, 
reported to us an interview he had with 
a rabbi recently come to Pittsburg. This 
rabbi was surprised at the number cf 
Jews listening to the missionaries. He 
declared it was a sh:.me for Jews to lis- 


ten to a meshiwimm! (a traitor) like Ru-: 


ben. “Well, rabbi,” replied the sup- 
posed loyal Jew. “T listened and heard 
nothing wrong. They speak about 
Moses and the prophets, and explain 
that the Gentiles have been brought to 
the knowledge of God through this 
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gospel.” Then the rabbi, becoming con- 
fidential, admitted that there was some- 
thing radically wrong with Judaism. 
Such things encourage us to go on in 
the assurance that God will bless our 
testimony to the enlightening of high 
and low, learned and unlearned, among 
this poor benighted people. 


Personal Work. 


Our many friends will be conscious of 
the fact that in a. growing work like 
this the superintendent is a very busy 
man. Our clerical force is larger than 
formerly, yet the burden increases con- 
stantly. But with all this we praise 
Him who supplies grace and strength 
for every need. We refrain from giving 
any details of our personal labors. Let 
it suffice to say that the work brings 
much joy and that we would rather be 
in His service than be one of the poten- 
tates of earth. Of the many incidents 
in Our personal work in city and country 
among all classes of our people we re- 
cord the following, which took place in 
Buffalo. ‘Taking breakfast in a restau- 
rant an old Hebrew acquaintance from 
Allegheny greeted us, and we had later 
a most pleasant call on him in the large 
tailoring stores across from the restau- 
rant. The Jewish brethren gathered 
around, and we gave our testimony, In 
the meantime the assistant rabbi of the 
Temple congregation came in and join- 
ed us, and we testified to rabbi and peo- 
ple that Tesus of Nazareth is indeed the 
Messiah. My friend and his wife came 
out to camp meeting Sabbath afternoon, 
and were greatly edified, saying they 
would not have missed the meeting for 
$50.00. The sermon was on Rev. 5: 
“Behold, the Lion of the tribe of Ju- 
dah, the root of David hath prevailed.’ 
On Monday we were most hospitably. 
entertained at the home of our friends, 
with the cordial invitation to make their 
home our headquarters in Buffaia, 
whenever in the city. 


Missionary Tours. 


Extended missionary tours to some 
of the cities in the States and Canada 
have been part of our labors during the 
winter months, but during the past year 
we could only make short visits to the 
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neighboring towns. Several trips were 
made to Youngstown, Ohio, Jamestown 
and Rochester, N. Y., New Castle and 
McKeesport, Pa., and at Rochester a 
series of meetings was held, the Jews 
were personally visited, and Rev. R. H. 
Shaw was sent to continue the work. 
See report elsewhere concerning his 
work. In February we attended con- 
ferences at Baltimore and Washington. 
At these places special meetings were 
held for Jews, in which we participated, 
and much interest was awakened among 
the thousands of. Jews in those cities. 


Friends of Israel Unions, 


The Friends of Israel movement be- 
gan in Pittsburg in connection with the 
Pittsburg mission, which was opened in 
December, 1898. The local band was 
formed, but the society was not fully or- 
ganized until March 6, 1899. Its first 
president was Harry L. Brenner, a He- 
brew-Christian, who labored in connec- 
tion with the mission for almost a year, 
coming to us in answer to prayer and 
proving himself a loyal Christian and 
faithful co-worker. ‘The first vice-presi- 
dent, Mr. I. F. Harris, succeeded to the 
presidency when Mr. Brenner left us. 
The following persons have continued 
in office ever since. I. F. Harris, presi- 
dent; W. M. Holmes, vice-president ; 
R. H. Shaw, ‘secretary (till 1901); W. G. 
Miller, present secretary; J. B. Corey, 
treasurer. The local work has been un- 
der the auspices of the Friends of Israel 
Union. In co-operation with the Rev. 
Mark Lev, of the Cleveland mission, 
who also organized a union there, the 
movement has developed as a result of 
the missionary tours. Societies auxi- 
liary to the Pittsburg mission. were or- 
ganized in the following towns; 
Youngstown, O., Bradford, Titusville, 
Oil City and Franklin, Pa., Jamestown, 
Rochester, Oneida, Kenwood, Syracuse, 
Wtravand: Troy 7 N..Y..\. Mr..Lev.-has 
a number of societies in relation with 

the Cleveland mission. 

The weekly prayer-meetings of the 
Pittsburg Union on Monday evenings, 
and a monthly meeting the first Monday 
of each month, have been the main- 
spring of the spiritual life of the mis- 
sion. The work is regularly and earn- 


estly held up to the throne of grace by 
the faithful “Remembrancers’” of the 
Lord in these monthly meetings. 

The affiliated societies have also their 
regular meetings, and thus a chain of 
praying unions is interceding in Israel’s 
behalf. The effect of this union in prayer 
is wide-spread, and a new interest in 
Israel manifest in many places. 


Literature. 


One of the activities of the Pittsburg 
mission is the publishing and distribut- 
ing of gospel literature. Through the 
Friends of Israel and in other ways our 
literature is being widely circulated. 
Twelve tracts have now been published 
by our mission in English, German and 
Yiddish, and some of them in several 
editions. We are greatly surprised at 
times at the number of requests or or- 
ders for literature sent in from remote 
parts of the country. We praise the 
Lord for being able to send forth the 
silent messengers which tell of Israel’s 
Messiah. 

Financial. 

From want of-space we give in this 
issue only the totals of Income and 
Expense.

Results,

May we all humble 
ourselves and beseech the throne of 
grace with sighs and tears and travail 
of soul, that we may see such a revival 
among the covenant people as will bring 
mighty blessing to great numbers of 
souls, and convince even gainsaying 
ones that God is with us of a truth. 


REPORTS OF WORKERS. 
Rev. R. H. Shaw. 


I arrived in Rochester, N. Y., in the 
end of September, and found much to 
encourage in this neglected field. My 
first duty was to get acquainted with 
the city, especially with the Jewish dis- 
trict. Rochester has 10,000 Jews, and 
in the Ghetto are four synagogues, 
three Hebrew schools and two libraries. 
At the time of the Jewish New Year in 
early October, the streets were daily 
thronged with devout Orthodox and 
Reform Jews. I seized the opportunity 
to distribute tracts and hold conversa- 
tions with men and women on their way 
to and from the synagogues. I assured 
them that God is faithful to fulfill His 
Word as promised to Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob as touching the land, the peo- 
ple and their Messiah. Some were rude 
and harsh, while others listened atten- 
tively to what was spoken and took 
tracts. Some invited me to visit them 
in their homes. Personal talks here 
and in the stores were for the most part 
quietly listened to. Sometimes the men 
swore, and my tracts were torn, but 
these instances were few. The many 
kind friends made among these Jews 
will be ever gratefully remembered. 


The open air meetings were full of 
interest. In the first service of this kind 
the Jews listened very closely until I 
mentioned the name of Jesus. To this 
the’ crowd took exception by hooting 
and throwing missiles of various kinds. 
At subsequent meetings on the street 
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there was an increase in numbers, inter- 
est and order. 

On one occasion I was assaulted and 
knocked down by a Jew, simply for of- 
fering him a tract. A number of young 
Jews came to my side and stoutly rep- 
rimanded the man for his conduct. Gen- 
tiles also gathered and insisted I should 
preach, which I did, holding up Jesus as 
the only hope for Jew and Gentile. This 
affair won for me great respect among 
the Jews, especially as I refused to pros- 
ecute this rude man. 

I was very kindly received by the 
Christian people of Rochester, and in- 
vited to present the cause of Israel be-~ 
fore various congregations. New 
friends were won for the work. I look 
on Rochester as a very promising field 
for Jewish evangelism. 


Mr. J. W. Reece. 


My connection with the Pittsburg 
Mission began in August last, on the 
retirement from the work of Miss Pearl 
Smith. While a student of the Phila- 
delphia Bible School I was fond of 
studving the Messianic prophecies, and 
acquired a deep interest in the Jews. 
Later I took up Jewish work in Buffalo 
in connection with Miss Prosser’s work 
and training school. My labors in Pitts- 
burg were of a general character, aid- 
ing in meetings and visiting among the 
people. I canvassed thoroughly the hill 
district. Penn avenue and the South 
Side. With Mr. Ruben I made several 
visits to Braddock and Homestead in 
New Testament and tract distribution. 
I distributed several thousand tracts in 
all, and my many personal encounters 
with Jews gave me opportunity to point 
them to the Lamb of God in Jesus of 
Nazareth. I can truly say that these 
few months spent in the Jewish mission 
field have brought unprecedented bless- 
ing to my own soul, and I believe the 
Lord has made me a blessing to many 
Jews. 

After the canvass of Pittsburg, I 
spent three weeks in McKeesport dis- 
tributing literature and reasoning from 
tlhe Scriptures with the Jews as to the 
truth of the Messianic claims of Jesus. 
There are nearly a thousand Jewish 
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families in that place, presenting a wide 
and needy field for gospel effort. Many 
of my talks with these Jews were very 
interesting. One young man, the son 
of a rabbi, told me in his father’s pres- 
ence that he would give three-fourths 
of all he possessed, which was no small 
amount, if he could have the assurance 
that his sins were blotted out. 
father confessed he was looking for a 
Messiah, but did not know if Jesus was 
the true Messiah or not. “If I could be 
sure He was,’ he added, “I would do 
anvthing in the world for Him.” 

This: conversation and others of a 
similar kind indicate the trend of Jew- 
ish thought toward the Messiah. This 
visit was a profitable one, and will open 
the way for aggressive work in the fu- 
ture. A prominent feature of my work 
in general was the marked absence of 
bigotry and hatred. Almost without 
exception I was kindly received, and in 
many instances invited to return. 


Iliss Pearl Smith. 


This young lady labored in the mis- 
sion as a visitor for about one and a 
half years. She left us in August for a 
much needed change and rest, and with 
her retirement we lost a faithful and de- 
voted worker and a real lover of Israel. 
We hope she may again enter the Jew- 
ish field in the near future. SUPT.

THE JEWISH VIEW OF JESUS 
REVIEWED. By Rev. A. R. Kuldell. Col- 
umbus, O. Book Concern. 10 cents. 

In December, 1901, Rabbi J. Leonard Levy, 
of this city, gave in his temple a lecture on 
“A Jewish View of Jesus,” in which he set 
forth Jesus as a noble man and eminent 
teacher and reformer, but denied to him 
his divine nature, his atoning work and 
the Messianic character. He also denied in 
sophistical style that the Jews were respon- 
sible for the crucifixion of Jesus. Our friend, 
Mr. Kuldell, a Hebrew-Christian pastor in 
Allegheny, has ably and kindly reviewed this 
and other views of Jesus in this booklet of 
47 pages. It is dedicated to Rabbi Levy.

JESUS THE JEW AND OTHER AD- 
DRESSES, By Harris Weinstock. Funk 
& Wagnalls Co., New York, 1902. $1.00. 
This is in many ways a remarkable book. 

It is a new proof of the transcendent power 

of the name and personality of the great 

Nazarene. That unique figure is rising 

higher and higher before the eye of the Jew. 

The addresses which form this book were 

delivered to Jewish and Christian audiences, 

and evoked much inquiry. They show a 

great effort on the part of a thoughtful Jew- 

ish merchant to arrive at a rational under- 
standing of Jesus without accepting the 
definite Christian interpretation of the gos- 
pel narratives. He recognizes more clearly 
than other Jews the difference between true 

Christianity and its perversion, and he sees 

with like clearness the debt Judaism and 

Christianity owe each other. He has read 

the New Testament with some care, but evi- 

dently from the wrong standpoint. When he 
says (page 14), “I found that Jesus taught 
nothing and knew nothing about the Trinity, 

Vicarious Atonement, Election, Predestina- 

tion and many other Christian dogmas,’’ he 

simply shows the ordinary Jewish unbelief 
in the plain teaching of both Old and New 

Testaments. Mr. Weinstock’s book may aid 

some Jews and some Christians in coming 

to a more definite knowledge of each other, 
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but it will not help the Jews to understand 
the Christian faith. We look on this at- 
tempt as only one of many efforts made 
under the direction of Satan, but unconsci- 
ously in most cases to the human instru- 
ments concerned, to introduce a man-devised 
religion, chiefly ethical in character, recog- 
nizing a supreme being, but denying the 
need of a mediator or of an atonement for 
sin, and all preparatory to the speedy intro- 
duction by Satan of his final masterpiece, 
the Man of Sin.
